' The high standard set by ihe recep- 
tion extended to the Arts, Law'' and 
Theological Freshmen^ on Thursday 
evening was fully maintained by last 
night's entertainment of the Medical 
and Science men. (^ver one hundred 
and fifty freshmen filed Into the Hall 
about 8.00 p.m,, and were soon en- 
sconced In the comfortable chairs ' of 
the Reception Room. At 8,15 the pro- 
gramme commenced with the usual 
singing of the old College songs. Af- 
ter giving full scopo to their vocal 
ability, and an opportunity presenting 
Itself, 

E, M. Busby, Chairman of the Re- 
ception, Introduced Dean Blaekader to 
the first year mon. in doing sn, Maur- 
ice said that the Doctor was so be- 
loved by the students that the older 
Meds. take the prlvUeBc of calling 
him "Dad." 

The Applause which "Dad" received 
when he got up to speak justified the 
chairman's introductory remarks. All 
the students felt perfectly at homo 
with the Dean from the very be- 
ginning and that feeling was greatly 
heightened by the kind words of valu- 
able advice which the Doctor so . elo- 
quently and fittingly prescribed for 
the Freshmen. 

"I consider I It a great privilege," 
■aid the Dean, in commencing, "tp be 
here to-night. Your chairman referred 
to the term 'Daddy," by which my stu- 
dents speak of me. I want to let you 
Into a secret to-night, with reference 
to this. It wasj fifty years ago tlila 
Fall that I signed my name on the 
Register of the Medical Faculty In Mc- 
Gill." (Applause). 

, '^'••V)P^ then referred to his old 
schooldays with the plain benches In 
a Craig Street building, the smoky 
room, sometimes so smoky that the 
Professor could not be seen, the heavy 
air, and the long hours of lectures, 
which started at 9 and wont on till 4 
p.m., with an hour for the noon meal. 

"But, after all," si^id the Dean, "we 
are not a bad lot, and we had very 
fine men as professors. Of course we 
were taught things at that time quite 
different from what you fellows Ket 
to-day. In fact, as you knqw, the 
story of medicine has been re-wrltten 
slnce.that tlii^ë. . Now, also, we haye 
the great pleasure of welcoming yoii 
to that most delightful building— 
which, may I say Is the best Medical 
building on theV American Continent, 
thanks to the - generosity of Iktrd 
Strathcona. ' 

•/Besides," continued ■ the beloved 
Dèàn, "you have comè to an Institu- 
tion ot good ' standing, an Institution 
known all over the country whose 
niche is In the front rank. The fact 
that I could say I was a MoGlll man 
gave me entry to a great many places. 
Even lately I have heard the exam- 
iners of the Royal Medical Associa- 
tion say: 'A McOill student? Oh, 'well, 
he is all right, he always knows his 
anatomy well.' " 

"You see, gentlemen," continued the 
Dean, "you have something to live up 
to. I read the other day In that splen- 
did Issue of the 'McGlU Dally' the foi- 
lowing story: 
"Willie — Pop, what are ancestors? 
Fathei^Well, I'm one of yours— and 
your grandad Is another. . 

•Willie— Oh, but why is it that folks 
brag about them? 

"Well, gentlemen, when you know 
something of the ancestors of the Mc- 
gill of to-day, then you will 'brag* 
about them. 

"As a word of advice to you stu- 
dents," said the Doctor, "I would say, 
■be perfect gentlemen.' I take the 
work gentleiiian to denote a man who 
^iH|.neverj4^^ upon the suscep- 

Ubliltlès of 'his fellow men, never In- 
fringe upon his confreres, or on theli' 
good name. Now that Is the sort of 
men, that is the class of gentlemen 
McGill wants to have on her register 
— men with clean records, earnest 
men, perfect gentlemen, and a physi- 
cian In order to fill his special niche 
as a physician should be a perfect 
gentleman." 

Then the Dean explained the system 
on which the school of medicine w^s

Conference Closed by Reading of 
Interesting Paper. 



DR. CALDWELL GIVES TALK. 



Highly SnccesefuI^Programme 
Was Reliahed by all ' 
Present 



The last session of the Conference 
met on Friday morning at 9.30 o'clock. 
The item on the programme was a 
paper by Rev. O. E. Ross, on recruit- 
ing for the ministry. Never in the his- 
tory of the Church was there a grav- 
er, more acute or more serious situa- 
tion. In the speaker's estimation there 
was no call more urgent than that for 
men for the ministry. There is a 
dearth of men entering the ministry. 
From the eight Theological colleges ot 
the Church only aboiit fifty men grad- 
uate. In this way the forward work 
of the (^hurch is greatly impaired 
both at home and abroad. Mr. Ross In 
speaking of the reasons for men not 
devoting their life to the work, attri- 
buted It partly to the utilitarian spirit 
of the age; values are measured In 
terms ^ material, rather than moral 
and spiritual. Other fields of activ- 
ity are calling for men. Agriculture is 
demanding trained and educated men. 
The fields of practical science are of- 
fering such unparalleled opportunities 
to bright young men that they are 
entering , it rather than the Church. 
And again, the wide range- of Chris- 
tian activities now.^> enable men to 
serve their fellow men In what is con- 
sidered a wider field of Christian ac- 
tivity, as for. example, in the Layman's 
Missionary Movement, or as Y . M. C. 
A. secretaries. Referring to the in- 
adequate financial provision made for 
the minister, . Mr. Ross pointed out 
that the pfarchaslng power of the dol- 
lar had deccaased' by more than one- 
half since 1900. The actual purchas- 
ing, power to-day . being 45.6c. This 
meani^ that the minimum salary, • in- 
stead of $1,200 a year, should be $1,660. 
However, the evidences, are that men 
are as willing at present to make sac- 
rifices for a great cause as ever they 
were, and the speaker urged his col- 
leagues by every means in their power 
to secure men for. the ministry. 

. Dr. CaldweM. 

THe next speaker was Prof. Cald- 
well, who spoke on the Present' Out- 
look. He pointed out that a minis- 
ter or student cannot bo effective In 
his work unless he relates the higher 
religious truth to what is now hap- 
pening in Europe. 

Dr. Caldwell, who, in his depart- 
ment of Philosophy, has a large share

Interestiac Description of Mianer 
of Oaring for Wounded in 
Aid Ports. 

Captain Frank Pedley, M.D.,'who re- 
turned from France for two or three 
months' leaVe, on Oct. '■4th. after serv- 
ing with the Royal Army Medical 
Corps tor the last year, had a very 
Interesting story to tell the "Dally" re- 
porter who interviewed him last night. 
Captain Pedley first went overseas 
with several other members of his 
class (Med. '16), while in his fourth 
year, and after serving for some time 
In France was sent back to finish his 
course. He accomplished this a year 
ago, and Immediately offered hiu ser- 
vices to the Imperial Army. Since then 
he has been doing excellent work on 
the battlefield, until he obtained the 
leave of absence that he is now en- 
joying. While in France Captain Ped- 
ley was stationed in one of the Aid 
Posts, which are generally situated 
very close to the front line trenches. 
These Aid Posts are of various kinds, 
sometimes concrete dugouts and some- 
times only tunnels under the hills. The 
wounded are brought Into the Aid 
Posta by the stretcher bearers, and 
are then attended to ' by the doctor* 
In. charge. C&ptaln Pedley was un- 
fortunately situated In one of the tun- 
nels spoken of above. His particular 
tunnel was made up of a fairly long 
corridor, with "bed rooms' 'running off 
on both sides. A good Ide^ can be had 
of the conditions under which the doc- 
tors in these places work, when it is 
found necessary to keep men contin- 
ually employed in pumping out the 
water which leaks in through the roof 
and sides. Nor are they high enough 
for a man to stand up in. 

It was while he was worlfing in his 
Aid Station that news was lirought to 
Captain Pedley of a number of un- 
fortunate comrades who had been 
buried in a dug-out, not far distant, 
and who were in terrible agony. He 
immediately went to their rescue un- 
der heavy-enemy fire, to find that only 
three out of seventeen were still 
alive. These he brought into safety. 
It was for this deed that Captain Pe^" 
ley was awarded the M.'C.-' On an- 
other occasion, he went to the rescue 
ot a wounded British officer, one of 
his friends,' and without- thought of 
his own danger, tried to save bis life. 
This was impossible, however,' owing 
to the seriousness of- the wound. 

WhHe Captain Pedley was very 
reticent over his own brave actions, 
and it was with the greatest ' dltfi- 
culty that any account oit them could 
be obtained from him, he spoke very 
highly ot the bravery of his associ- 
ates. He mentioned the stretcher- 
bearers in particular. These ■ men, 
while their life, as a rule, is a com- 
paratively easy one, are sometimes 
called upon to work under the most 
dangerous conditions. 

"They are very brave men," said 
Captain Pedley. 

The Qerman Aid Stations, It seems, 
-vre tar superior to those of the Al- 
lies. ' They are mostly made with 
concrete, and are much more com- 
fortable i/\ every way^ During the 
British advances of the past year 
many of these German stations fell 
Into the hands of the Allies, and were 
In some cases used by the British and 
French doctors, but as a rule It was 
deemed advisable to destroy them, ow- 
ing to the danger of them falling into 
enemy hands and being used as ma- 
chine gun bases. 

After the wounded have been tem- 
porarily attended to at the Aid Sta- 
tions, they are sent behind the lines 
In trench tramways. It may be men- 
tioned here that the German system 
of trench communication is wonder- 
fully efficient. Their trucks often 
come almost into the first Hiie trenches 
themselves. 

When asked what battles he had 
been through, Captain Pedley gave a 
list, which included such i^mes as 
Vimy Ridge, Lens and Ypres. He 
seemed very optlmlstio about the 
present situation in Prance, and stat- 
ed that while in the first years of the 
war the Germans did most of the 
"strafing," the tide has now turned, 
and the shells are falling <ten to one 
In favor of the Allies.

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It is generally true with refennce to the history of the main cur- 
rents of thought, in a nation that a period of expanison in ideas is

In his 
Freshman and Sophomore yean, the average man is occupied in 
acquiring, new ideas, in diieOTering new channels of learning of 
which he has little notion before. Many of his old prejiidiees must 
by the board; often his whole system of morality, 
'Complete change. He ia so much taken up with the new 
^and inviting paths that open out for him on every side that he has 
little time for settling down upon any one of them. His mind is oc- 
cupied in weighing and comparing, accepting and rejecting. 

It should be in the' third and fourth yean that the learner 
should begin to think seriously of concentration. It is obviously im- 
possible for him to follo^ np thoroughly all the branches of know- 
ledge that are presented to him; he must decide' on some special 
course to concentrate upon. It is for this purpose that honour 
classes, for example, an formed. The student, at the commence- 
ment of his third' year, ahonld have s fairly definite idea' of what 
career he is best suited for, and should be able, with the 'assistance 
of advice from the proper quarters, to choose the course which will 
beat prepare him. for this career. • '■ 

This eoncentration, however, may be overdone, and it often is, 
by students who wish to attain to excellence in some particular sub- 
ject. They forget that, although the firat and second years are pecu- 
liarly the expansive ones, the expansion should not stop short with 
these. All through a maA's life room should be left for the recep- 
..tien of new ideas, to help keep' pàêë with' thé advance of biowledge. 
{And eo for « student to abandoantterly any form of learning except 
the one he ia most interested in, and to become unreceptive to 
•pthen, and lose- sympathy with them, is a great mistake.

Tou amat theie« 
tore realise your responaibiUtles to 
the f ullaat extent 'We need here, men 
ot^eamaatnesa. men with a keen sense 
of 'responsibility and duty." Then the 
Dean advised the students not to neg- 
lect the development of their bodies 
physically, and recommended the mili- 
tary training in the C.O.T.C. very 
warmly, as an important part in the 
atudenU' life this year. "And while 
you are labouring at your medical 
studies," said the Dean, "do not neg- 
lect your gei^eral reading and all 
round education. But rsmamlMr this, 
fellows, do not permit an author or an 
actor to drag you down to the aluna 
Do not break youiaalvaa trying to find 
out how much potaon you can atand. 
And in concluding may I ui(e you to 
keep the thought ot maataring the 
aubject whieh la to be your lUa work 
uppermost" 

A warn and protongad applnuae 
followed the clo^nc wi^fda ot the 
Dean. 

The Chalman then. In . introducing 
Dean Adama, Juatly referred to the 
Dean as one ot. the students' 'beat 
frienda in the Univeraity, and certain- 
ly the greateat pillar which Chriatlan 
work and #plrit haa in McOilL 

Dean Adanu began hla addreaa by 
commenting on what Dean Moyae had 
aUted the night betotc, when he char- 
acterised the Faculty of Arte as the 
most ImporUnt Faculty in McOlll. 

Dean Moyse Is a close friend uf 
mine; l know him well." said Dean 
Adams, "and I know, too, that he has 
a delightful sense of humour. (Laugh- 
ter). The Dean then stated that the 
enrolment this year in Applied Science 
was the smallest in the last 27 years, 
and spoke of this fact as a credit, be- 
cause the men had left to go and 
serve in the war. He then referred to 
the Honour Roll, the disUnetlon and 
medals won by Science meiv both 
undergraduates and profeaaora. 

('Dean Blackader told you to-night," 
continued Dr. Adams, "that he algned 
ihe Register 60 years ago. Well, I am 
afraid I cannot pass that record, but 
I come very near It, for I signed the 
Register 42 years ago." Dean Adams 
then gave moat Inteirestlng and de- 
lightful account of early McGill,- (ipbke 
of Sir Wm. Dawson, the fitat Prin- 
cipal of MoQllt, and of his great faith 
In the Faculty of Applied Science. "We 
were considered at the time of start- 
ing," said the Dean, "as a necessary 
evil. We budded off from tho Arts 
Faculty and the Aha students .then 
used to speak contemptuously of us, 
renutrking, 'well, he is only a Science 
man.'" One of the most interesting 
reminiscences the Dean favoured the 
crowd with last night was his account 
of the Girls' School which stood on 
the site of Strathcona Hail. The lady 
principal was an old crank, and a very 
strict one, too, and would close the 
Windows and fill the cracks so that 
none of the students (Including the 
Dean), coul^ peep at the beautiful fe- 
males. The climax was reached one 
day while a founder's day. PFOomlmi 
was on. Some atudenta put a^^SSS^ 
and looked Into the windows. "'Well," 
said the Dean, quoting Kipling, "there, 
ware precaedinaa," and ^s a reault we 
now have Strathcona Hall.." 

A brief history of the founder- 
James McGill — waa then . given by .the 
Dean, as well as of the early history 
of the Campus,^ and the origin of the 
different bulldingb. The Dean then 
fully, endorsed what Dr. Blackader had 
said In connection with the broader 
education and rrading, and at this 
point- he recommended the Literary 
and Debating Society to .all men as a 
means of education in speaking second 
to none. He urged the students to 
realise the seriousness of their task, 
and of their duty, and set their hearts 
and minds to succeed. 

"The wortj is going to be different 
after this war is over, gentlemen," 
said the Dean, in concluding, "the la- 
bour problem, the civil, military , and 
social aspect will be different. And 
you are the very men on whom the 
future of Canada depends." 

Prolonged applause covered the last 
words of the beloved Dean, who, we 
might say unhesitatingly, is the stu- 
dents' friend, par excellence, in our 
Univeraity. 

Three hearty cheers and loud cheers 
were given for both the Deans. 
^ Harry t»ltta then, aa Prealdent of 
the Studenta' Council; I>onald McLeod, 
as Secretary of the T.M.C.A.; Dan 
Stitherland, as Pteaident of the Union, 
and President pf the Science Under- 
gi«duate«' '8ocie%?addr«ssed the stu- 
dents with Tetereno'e to their respec- 
tive aaaoclatiôna., , . 

K. P. Taolalnoa, as President of the 
"Dally," appealed for recruits for the 
"Dally." 

Mr. Roy Struthers appealed to the 
men to take advantage of the splen- 
did tracks He stated that a rubber 
would be In attendance at the dress- 
ing rooms every day, and that a show- 
er was waiting for a man after his 
work-out. He emphasized the Fresh- 
man-Sophomore meet on Oct. 18th, 
and the University Sports on Oct 19, 
asklrtg the men to. make a bumper en- 
try list. . 

Mr. H. A. Melville, the Secretary of 
the istudents' Council, aske4 the men 
to participate In oil the branches of 
student activity that was possible, ns 
he felt that It was the duty of the 
men In college 'to keep all the activi- 
ties alive, .so that their fellow stu- 
dents who' had answered the call of 
the Empire might, on their ' return, 
find things . ready for them to take 
their old places in their chosen ac- 
tivities. He also offered his services 
to tlie men on any Information of any 
branch of student activity that they 
might require.

The stern reality of the war tests 
everything by its power to serve our 
supreme need, things which do not 
serve it directly or indirectly are to 
be put aside, life must compose it- 
self like a good picture, all the unes- 
aentials elimii^ated, all the needed 
power and beauty remaining, simpli- 
fied and supreme. * 

A college training often to women 
becomes obviously important as some- 
thing more than a means of gratify- 
ing personal taste, preference or need. 
It was found by the Drill Sergeant m 
those early days of recruiting, that 
the college man learned In six days 
what the uneducated or undisciplined 
man learned hardly 'n six weeks. 

It is a surprise tp no one that col- 
lege women are sought out for service 
in thesQ critical days. The accounts of 
responsible work being done the world 
over do not' cause surprise any longer, 
though they make a remarlcable re- 
cord to be found in the annals of all 
women^s colleges and of Universities 
that .adpiit . women. T**^ pioneers nf 
the paatj tiave.woii through for those 
who come after, and for the good of 
the countries now In need of intelli- 
gent service from every source. 



Mrs. K. li. Fisher, whom Prof es- 
soi: Macnaughton praises so highly as 
the first Minister of Education in the 
Old Country, who really knows the 
business of his office, lias called upon 
women students to continue and com- 
plete their coUega course, not to .b« 
tempted away by the ealX to work at 
once In connection with the war, 
strong though that appeal may be. 
This Is because the powers of all will 
be sorely taxed; not only to win the 
war, but in a long future, to right 
the wrongs and heal the wounds that 
that war has inflected. . 

And so our women students must 
take courage to work with greater seal 
and purposo, and not mind if they 
make no vreat showing at present in 
patriotic worlc, ànd it they are unable 
to raise as much money as they would 
like to do for patriotic purposes. This 
is their time for preparation'. 

Meanwhile let them rest assured tliat 
the veracity of mind that comes of 
faithful study, and which finds a re 
flection in conduct, will be a really 
great contribution to the work of the 
world, and tha^ all the experiences of 
college life that make the mind strong 
er and clearer, or which quicken and 
enlarge the qrmpathiea will increase 
ten-fold the servloes they may be' able 
to render later. •

in shaping and moulding the thought 
of Theological students, is as a mat- 
ter »of fact, greatly Interested in their 
training. To begin with, as a proper 
preparation for .Theological study, he 
urged a full course in Arts. The 
Church must provide leaders, and mm 
cannot be leaders without education. 
Prof. Caldwell, who last year took 
charge of the course in Sociology pro- 
vided for Theological students, and 
is doing so again this session. He 
showed how necessary it was to know 
the history of the sociological events 
in the old world and the new, lead 
ing up to the present, After that the 
history of attempt at reform, a:nd then 
a special study ot th^ great reform 
movements such as prison reform, 
charity organization, social settle- 
ments, etc.. He advocated a study 
of the social question in order to get 
rid' of it. It Is the positive duty of 
everyone to make a special study ot 
one social agency and to know all 
about it. Elach one should hB:vé a sO' 
clal fad. 

There is an eternal place for the 
Church, said the speaker. The Church 
exists to give an ideal. A man with 
a message will always get a hearing. 
He deplored the publicity given to 
sermon advertising. The preacher 
should confine ' himself to the eternal 
truth and not pose as an authority on 
any and every subject. For that pur- 
pose there is the public platform. If he 
is an authority he will b* heard. If 
not, let him be foiind out.' It Is person- 
ality and a spiritual message that 
gives a roan a dIsUnct place in the 
Church. '
